THE "FLOATING WORLD." More than 40 Japanese prints carefully 
observe and record the worlds of Kabuki theatre and Yoshiwara, 
the licensed entertainment and brothel district in Edo (now Tokyo) , 
in the 18th and 19th centuries. Through May 8, 1983.
